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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 1 -3 are currently pending. 

Election/Restriction 

1 . This application contains claims 1-3 directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

I. a "biomolecular scaffold"; which may include: 

a. Polypeptides (e.g. Class 530, various subclasses), 

b. Nucleic acids (e.g. Class.536 various subclasses A) and 

c. other possible compounds of variable structure 

Such "biological molecules" within the scope of the presently claimed invention include 
compounds which: differ in structure; lack a common core which elicits a common 
activity; possess different physicochemical properties; are capable of separate 
manufacture and/or use; and necessitate separate and unduly burdensome manual 
and/or computer structure, bibliographic and classification searches. 

II. A Ligand-stabilized metal cluster species: comprising 

A. A specific "metal" compound species selected from the group consisting of 
Ag,Au, PtPd; AND 

B. A class of "ligand" compound species which can be selected from: 

a. Thiols 

b. Thioesters 

c. Sulfur containing heterocycles 
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or any other class of ligand as described in the specification (e.g. on pages 11-12) 
These individual ligand/metal cluster species are comprised of metals and ligands which 
are structurally different; have different physicochemical properties; are capable of 
separate manufacture and/or use and require different and separately burdensome 
manual/computer searches. 

Accordingly, Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species (e.g. a single defined compound) AND PROVIDE THE CHEMICAL 
STRUCTURE in accordance with the above election of species above, for prosecution 
on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to 
be allowable. For example, the election of polylysine represents a single disclosed 
polypeptide compound (e.g. see specification page 5, lines 14) which is illustrative of a 
satisfactory elected compound. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
